Tie AveEry- -BIGLer Case.—W e yesterday 
gave our opinion as to the bad policy of ap- 


| pointing John Bigler to office by the Presi- 


dent. The Bulletin intimates that the fact 
that Bigler’s appointment is not acceptable 
to the people, is a good reason for Avery's 
refusal to give up the office. This is a wrong 
view to take of the question. Ifthe Pres- 


appointment, Avery has no legal right to 
the office ; he is therefore a usurper, and his 
acts as Assessor will be null and void. In 
appointing Bigler, and removing Avery, the 
President has only exercised a power which 
has been exercised by every President since 
Jackson, [yes, Washingtoa,] without serious 
question. The policy of an appointment is 
one thing; the legality isanother. The peo- 
ple have frequently manifested poor judg- 
ment, and exhibited a bad policy in elect- 
ing objectionable and unfit men to office, 
but nobody thought of contesting the right 
of such men tothe office on that ‘account. 
It-is not becoming in any subordinate officer 
to set himself up in opposition to the orders 
of his superiors, Avery might as well dis- 
regard any of the instructions and regula- 
tions furnished him by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, as to disregard the order from that 
Department for him to turn over the office 
to his successor. Though the President has 
injured his reputation by making an object- 
ionable appointment, Avery cannot better 
his position by setting himself up against 
the authorities at Washington.

PRESIDENT's THANKSGIVING PROCLAMA- 
TION.— Washington, October 8th.—By the 
President ofthe United States—Proclama- 
tion :—Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, 
has been pleased to vouchsafe to us as a 
people another year of that national life 
which is an indispensable condition of peace 
security and progress. That year, more- 
over, has been crowned with many peculiar 
blessings. The civil war that was so recent- 
ly among us has not been anywhere reopen- 
ed. Foreign intervention has ceaged to ex- 
cite alarm or apprehension, — Intrusive pesti- 
lence has been benignly mitigated; domes- 
tic tranquility has improved; sentiments of 
conciliation have largely: prevailed; and° 
professions of loyalty and patriotism have 
been widely renewed ; our fields have yield- 
ed abundantly ; our reviving industry has 
been richly rewarded, and we have been 
allowed to extend our railroad system fur- 
ther into the interior recesses of the country;

I recommend also, that’ on the 
same solemn occasion we do humbly and 
devoutly implore Him to grant to national 
councils and to our whole people the divine 
wisdom which alone can lead any nation in- 
to the ways of all geod. 

In offering these national thanksgivings, 
praises and supplications, we have the 
Divine assurance that the lord remaineth a 
King forever ; ‘those that are meek will He 
guide in His way; the Lord shall give 
strength to His people, and the Lord shall 
give to His people the blessing’ of peace. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set 
my name and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. Done:at the city of 
Washington, the 8th of October, in the year 
of our Lord 1866, and of the independence 
of the United States the ninety-first.

Tue RapicaL War uron Women.—A few 
days since we published an account of the 
arrest of a widow lately of St. Clair, and her 
being dragged before a justice of the peace, 
charged with the crime of - teaching s¢hool 
in that “loyal” county, They have a short- 
er method of furnishing female teachers in 
the “loyal” county of Clark. A few weeks 
ago, Miss Lizzie Morley, the daughter jof a 
widow, who supports her mother by her 
own earnings, commenced teaching school 
at what is called the Bastor school house, in 
that county. She taught one day, and be- 
fore dark that evening the house was laid in 
ashes! Miss Morley moved her school to a 
house belonging to Rev. Mr. Turner, a thor- 
ough radical in sentiment, though not of 
the house burning and throat cutting class, 


expecting that his politics would alike pro- 
tect his property and her school. There she 
taught two weeks, when on Sunday, the 9th 
instant, Mr. Turner’s house was warned to 
the ground ! 

The Radical incendiaries who committed 
these buildings to flames are known, but it 
is said cannot be punished in Clark county, 
because the county officials are Radicals of 
the Pluperfect order, The political charac- 
ter of the country is easy enough understood 
from an inspection of the election returns.
